Goal scorers Dennis 
Lawrence, Mitch Visser, 
Cole Sutherland and Ryan 
Klinck and goaltender 
Thomas Della Siega were 
the marquee players of 
the cuj>-winning night. 

But it took the whole 
team - playing its best 
game of the season at 
the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex March 23 - for 
the Mountainview Colts 
to beat the Cochrane 
Generals 4-2 and take the 
Heritage Junior B cham¬ 
pionship best-of-seven 
series by four games to 
two. 

This is the first time in 
Heritage Junior B history 
that the Colts have won 
the championship. 

The Colts bolted into 
a two-goal lead in the 
first period. Defenceman 
Dennis Lawrence opened 
the scoring with a waist- 
high shot from the |M>int 
through traffic to score 
at the 11:19 mark of the 
opening frame. Twenty 
seconds later Mitch 
Visser stole a loose puck 
in the slot and fired home 
an unassisted marker. 

Della Siega fended 
off the Generals in the 
second j)eriod when they 
played at their strongest, 
outshooting the Colts 
13 to 7 in the 20-minute 
frame. 

The second period was 
scoreless and the Colts 
dominated, outshooting 
the Generals 12-7. Solid 
forechecking, a stingy 
defence and impenetrable 
goaltending kept the 
Generals off the score- 
sheet until the third. 

The Generals scored 
their first goal on a slap¬ 
shot by Chad Harrison 
on a pass from Connor 
Rendell to the top of the 
slot, after the offence 
stormed round the Colts 
net in their strongest 
attack of the night. 

But the Colts took the

wind out of their sails, 
when captain Cole “Goal” 
Sutherland completed a 
finesse play that started 
with a pass from Ryan 
Klinck to Colt on Anderson 
and on to Sutherland to 
keep the Colts ahead 3-2. 
This turned out to be the 
game-winner 

Cochrane, slipping 
into desperation mode, 
answered when defence- 
man Tyler Kinnon con¬ 
nected on a screen shot. 

Then with seven min¬ 
utes remaining, Ryan 
Klinck punctured the 
Generals’ balloon when 
he intercepted the 
puck, closed in on the 
Cochrane net and scored 
an unassisted goal. 

The Generals pulled 
goalie Ty Robinson for an 
extra attacker for the last 
minute and 40 seconds of 


the game, but got away 
with that only because 
the Colts failed to con¬ 
nect with the empty net 
on four long shots. 

The Colts set up the 
championship game 
with a victory over the 
Generals in Cochrane the 
previous night. 

Evan Ingram opened 
the scoring on a first- 
period short-handed goal 
assisted by Ryan Klinck. 

The Generals answered 
back with three goals in 
the first four minutes of 
the second period scored 
by Slater Ransom on a 
power play, George King 
and Kurt Thrussell. 

The tide turned in the 
Colts' favour midway 
through the second per¬ 
iod when Tyson Schmidt 
grabbed a loose puck 
while MounLiinview was 


again short-handed, and 
scorer! an unassisted goal. 

In the next six minutes, 
Austin Pedersen, Keaton 
Perigny and Colton 
Anderson each scored, 
bringing the tally at the 
end of 40 minutes of play 
to 5-3 in the Colts’ favour. 
Assists on two of the 
goals came from Tyson 
Schmidt. Keaton Perigny 
also notched two assists. 
Cole Kapak and Klinck 
also assisted. 

The Generals notched 
one more goal in the third 
period, this one scored 
by Chad Harrison, but 
it wasn’t enough and 
the Colts won by a final 
score of 5-4. With the 
championshunder their 
belt, the Colts go to the 
provincials, a round robin 
toumiunent in Red Deer 
March 31 - April 3.

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Talking about 
death now eases 
navigating it later

Death Cafe. 

It sounds like a fore¬ 
boding event. 

“Of course it does," 
said Maxine Spence, 
Didsbury children's 
author and mother of 
two boys, Jacob and 
Gabriel. Spence and her 
husband Stephen have 
lived in Didsbury for 11 
years. 

“It sounds foreboding 
because we are death- 
fearing. In a youth-ori¬ 
ented society there is 
no place for aging and 
death," Spence said in a 
March 16 interview. 

“We are not willing to 
talk about it," she said. 

Spence will launch 
Didsbury’s first Death 
Cafe at Mugs Coffee 
Shop on April 2 at 2 p.m. 
Two weeks before the 
event, 19 people had 
registered. 

Attendees will break 
into small groups for a 
40-minute facilitated 
conversation, then 
rotate to new groups for 
another conversation. 

“Death is a big capital

“It's a safe place to talk 
about death and make it 
easier to navigate when it 
arrives,” says Spence. 


'M' Mystery. We need to 
learn to face it with dig¬ 
nity and grace,” she said. 

She hasn’t experienced 
a whole lot of death in 
her personal life. 

So she asked, “how 
many conversations 
about death have you 
had lately? Was it con¬ 
sidered morbid?” 

“Enter the Death 
Cafe,” she said. Jon 
Underwood founded the 
Death Cafe movement in 


Britain to provide a safe, 
respectful place to talk 
about a taboo subject. 

“The cafes increase 
awareness of death to 
help people make the 
most of their finite lives," 
Underwood said. 

Spence is the foimder 
of Turtle Dream Press 
and author of two chil¬ 
dren's books. Leaf and 
Down in the Jungle. 

Leaf is the story 
of a leaf that survives 
through a winter to find 
itself a withered outsider 
in the next summer and 
glad to leave the branch 
that it has clung to for a 
year. In its own way, a 
parable about death. 

The Death Cafe is not 
a bereavement or grief 
support group and there 
is no agenda, objectives 
or themes other than to 
explore what is on par¬ 
ticipants' minds.

Council sets 
public hearing on 
Shantz Village 

Town ponders informal open house

Town council has scheduled a for¬ 
mal public hearing April 19 on the 
Shantz Village municipal development 
plan amendment, kind use re-designa¬ 
tion (rezoning) and a new area struc¬ 
ture plan. 

There is also a tentative plan to hold 
an informal open house for Didsbury 
residents to get more information on 
the proposed seniors’ residential com¬ 
plex and to ask questions prior to 
commenting at the public hearing. 

A date has not been set for an open 
house. 

The town has conditionally sold the 
4.5-acre parcel to the Shantz Village 
Land Corporation and the conditions 
of sale include the approvals neces¬ 
sary to proceed with the project. 

The town developed the site on the 
northwest comer of the municipality 


as an industrial development but no 
buyer has stepped forward to pur¬ 
chase land for a project. 

The land use re-designation was 
reviewed by the Municipal Planning 
Commission (MPC) on March 9 and 
it recommended that council give first 
reading to the bylaws for a munici¬ 
pal plan amendment, rezoning and an 
area structure plan. 

Behind the MPC recommendation 
was a desire to start the public hear¬ 
ing process and make sure the condi¬ 
tional seller and conditional buyer of 
the land “did things right." 

Council gave first reading March 
22 to the three bylaws, setting the 
stage for the public hearing. Normally 
bylaw public hearings take place in 
council chambers, but a high level 
of interest in the fate of the land .and 
the project prompted the move to the 
Didsbury’ Memorial Complex meeting 
room. 


Partial 

fire ban lifted 


Mountain View County 
lifted its partial fire ban 
March 21 after “recent 
precipitation and fore¬ 
cast moisture.” 

A complete ban was 
imposed March 10 after 
a rash of grass fires 
during a spell of warm 
and windy weather. 


The county reduced the 
restriction to a partial 
ban March 18 and three 
days later ended the pro¬ 
hibition. 

County CAO Tony 
Martens urged “extreme 
caution while burning’" 
and the use of screens 
and spark arrestors 


on bum barrels. He 
also advised that areas 
around controlled bums 
be cultivated and a sup¬ 
ply of water be available. 

He also urged that rec¬ 
reational fires such as 
campfires be carefully 
attended and fully extin¬ 
guished when leaving the 
site. 

Effective April 1, fire 
permits must be obtained 
from the county on its 
website at www.nioun- 
tainviewcounty.com or 
by phoning 403-335-3311. 

The county is also 
requesting that people 
conducting controlled 
bums including agricul¬ 
tural bums advise fire 
dispatch at 1-877-507- 
7011 of the time and date 
in advance to allow for 
monitoring of controlled 
fires.

Vitamin D helps make healthier people

Albertans cherish our public health¬ 
care system. 

We count on it every day. 

The Alberta government budgeted 
approximately $20 billion for health 
care this year. A steady rise of health 
expenditures over the past decade 
brings the total to 47 per cent of the 
provincial budget. 

Its rate of growth has exceeded all 
other initiatives, reaching heights of 
six per cent growth annually. 

Finance Minister Joe Ceci has stat¬ 
ed it is vital that we begin to bend the 
cost curve of health care to ensure, as 
Health Minister Sara Hoffman puts it, 
“we have a system that is still there 
in 20 years.” 

Firing nurses or closing hospitals 
can't achieve this. Rather, ushering in 
bold new preventive care initiatives 
can do it. 

The upcoming provincial budget 
provides Premier Not ley with an 
opportunity to take national leader¬ 
ship on prevention and secure the 
sustainability of medicare for genera¬ 
tions to come. 

Canada’s father of medicare, the 
late Tommy Douglas, envisioned 
more. In 1984 he said “Let’s not for¬ 
get that the ultimate goal of medicare

must be to keep people well rather 
than just patching them up when they 
get sick." He knew we would need to 
focus on prevention. 

We are clearly getting this part 
wrong, given the rate of growth in 
expenditures. 

Prevention makes sense for every¬ 
one, from the public treasury to fam¬ 
ilies. And yet we have failed over the 
last 30 years to fulfill this vision and 
bring in robust preventive care initia¬ 
tives. 

Now is the time to get off the boom 
and bust of health-care spending that 
defined previous administrations in 
Alberta and usher in Medicare 2.0. 

At the recent meeting of health 
ministers in Vancouver, Hoffman 
explained that “another big piece 
(to bending the cost curve) is mak¬ 
ing sure that we are keeping people 
healthy and out of hospital and that 
includes access to medications that 
can keep you healthy.” 

To keep Albertans healthy, espe¬ 
cially our vulnerable populations, we 
need nutrients. Sadly, nutrient levels 
are declining in our food. Canadians, 


living in the north, do not get enough 
vitamin D. 

By taking vitamin D and nutritional 
supplements you are simply provid¬ 
ing all your body’s cells and organs 
with the nutrients they need to func¬ 
tion. 

One concrete way to improve the 
health of Albertans is to get enough 
nutrients, particularly vitamin D. 

This seems like a very simplistic 
solution to many potential illnesses. 
And it is. 

I have supported a lot of research 
in Alberta for over 40 years. My sub¬ 
stantial investment has supported the 
benefits of nutrition simply by back¬ 
ing the science. 

For example, adequate doses of 
vitamin D and nutrients reduce the 
chance of developing diabetes and 
helps at-risk individuals return to 
health. 

The science is clear: there are 
no negative health implications to 
achieving optimal vitamin D levels 
and enormous upside for diabetes, 
mental health, heart disease, child¬ 
hood asthma and some cancers. 


Studies from the University of 
Calgary show that by increasing 
Albertans’ intake of nutrients, they 
get sick less often and visit the hos¬ 
pitals less frequently. This means 
lower health-care costs, shorter wait 
times and better service for acute 
care patients. 

Similar to its stance on climate 
change, Premier Notley’s government 
has an opportunity to strengthen 
health care for generations to come 
merely by reducing need. 

Fewer sick people mean fewer line¬ 
ups and lower costs. It’s time to 
spend energy on the prevention side, 
and opening up access to vitamin D 
is an important step to get us there. 

With a bold preventive care initia¬ 
tive based on nutrition in this upcom¬ 
ing budget, including vitamin D as 
part of the solution, Alberta can 
become a national leader in bending 
the health-care cost curve and ush¬ 
ering in Medicare 2.0.

Of course, each and 
every mechanical main¬ 
tenance chore has to be 
done every spring, from 
the oil change to the tire 
inspection, and don’t for¬ 
get the visual inspection 
for any loose or missing 
parts or burned lights.
